Anderson Nichols & Co.. Inc. . of Bos- 
ton has been contracted by the U.S, 
Army Corps of Engineers to complete 
a Flood Plain study of the [ ‘ich 
River in Wilmington and North Read. 
ing and report their findings to the 
Corps of Engineers by next spring 

Colonel Frank P. Bane announced 
the study from his Waltham Mass 
office. recently 

The report will include maps and 
profiles, and is to serve as a basis 
for future planning and zoning for safe 
development in flood-prone areas. 
Regulation of future construction in 
flood periled areas will reduce dama- 
ges in floods. the Colonel said. 

Instrument surveys of the river will 
be made to determine the elevation 
and physical features required for the 
analyses. The study is NOT for the 
purpose of proposing flood control 
structures, the Colonel said. 

The Wilmington Planning Board. 
three years ago. requested that such 
a flood plain study be made.

As presently laid out, five Wilming- 
ton homes would be taken by eminent 
domain, and properties of others 
would be affected. When asked how 
much the project was going to cost 
the people of Wilmington, Charles 
Mistretta, DPW Engineer for District 
Four said ‘‘not one five cent piece” 
The construction, and the cost of the 
land taking. he said. would all come 
from state and federal funds. 

Mr. Mistretta told the group several 
times that the hearing was only for a 
“preliminary plan’ of which the 
state has not approved. There would 
be. he said. no vote. merely a pre- 
sentation of the plan and a recording 
of the comments made by those in 
the hearing. About fifty persons were 
present, not including the State en- 
gineers, 

Mrs Lillian Cunningham of Rich- 
mond Street drew a round of applause. 
indirectly. on-lier comments on the 
water situation. when she described 
the possible future of her houselot a8 _ 
“needing a houseboat” if the bridge 
were to be built 

She was assured that the water pro- 
blems caused by the bridge would be 
taken care of 

Another comment was from Robert 
Jordan of Carter Lane. who said that 
the construction of the bridge would 
cause the easterly end of Shawsheen 
Avenue and environs to become an 
isolated pocket. There would be many 
difficulties, he said, about children 
going to school. Jordan was not 
against the idea of a new bridge. but 
critical of the possible results. 

Professor Charles Eliot. the con: 
sultant to the Wilmington Planning 
Board, gave what was probably the 
most ordered set of comments. 

He told the engineers that Wilming 
ton's Master Plan is almost ready 
for distribution. and that he has been 
working on many of the problems of 
the town, including traffic. and that 
the Master Plan was made on the 
assumption that the proposed bridge 
was to be constructed. Back in 1957 
he said. the then General Plan of 
Wilrnington. shows a bridge to be built 
in approximately the same location. 
The new bridge is a necessity. he 
emphasized 

Eliot spoke of the proposed “Middle 
Belt” a new circumferential highway 
planned to be built around Boston. and 
said that in Wilmington there were 
two proposed routes. One of these 
was for the southerly part of the town 
and the other had plans for a bridge 
at the same site as this bridge. 

He wondered if the DPW Engineers 
were aware of this, and suggested that 
the new bridge be of sufficient capa- 
city to take care of the future higways. 

Do the DPW Engineers know of these 
plans? he asked. We must have a new 
bridge! 

Eliot suggested that the Shawsheen 
Avenue end be located about 300 feet 
westerly. at the point where Aldrich 
Road meets Shawsheen Avenue. He 
believed there would be a better traf- 
fle flow as a result of this. 

Commenting on the numerous re- 
marks about water problems. Eliot 
suggested, that the engineers should 
be fully aware of the problem. and 
that perhaps they would have to plan 
for pumps. to take care of the water. 

He also agreed with other previous 
speakers who had suggested that the 
Shawsheen Avenue Bridge. and the 
Bridge Lane Bridge be left in posi 
tion. for future use by pedestrians 
and people on bicycles 

The hearing lasted nearly two and 
one half hours.

Volume of Business Poses Parking Problem (£:o7 Representative Fred F. Cain 


$25,000 Parking Proposal for 
E. Woburn Registry Advanced Rapidly 


On Governor's Desk in 1 Week — 


A Slate Senate amendment on 
the Registry of Motor Vehicles 
budget - now on the Governor's 
desk - includes a $25,000 item 
for the expansion of 30,000 sq. 
feet of parking at the East Wo- 
burn Registry of Motor Vehicles 
Office. 

In a late filed bill, Rep. Fred 
F, Cain (D-Wilmington), who 
represents Ward 6 in Woburn, 
asked the legislature to supply 
the funds to meet the emergency 
parking situation. 

In East Woburn, the Registry 
office serves the greater Woburn 
area on Hill Street near Route 
93. The modernistic, round - 
shaped building is serving the 
Woburn public well, say the Reg- 
istry officials, but parking is a 
severe problem. 

“I consider the parking prob- 
lem at the Woburn Registry of 
Motor Vehicles so severe that 
it merits emergency considera- 
tion,” said Registrar Richard E. 
McLaughlin. 

On August 15th, said Rep. 
Fred F. Cain, the Daily Times 
carried a story stating tie prob- 
lem and the views of Woburn 
Public officials. 

“On Friday morning at 2 
am.,” said Cain, “the House

concurred will the Senate 
amendment for the $25,000 ap- 
Propriation and the amendment 
iy part of the total bill on the 
desk of the Governor.” 

Governor Francis Sargent, af- 
ter last week's marathon session 
to prorogue, had 125 bills (in- 
cluding Woburn’s interest) on his 
desk today. State House officials 
feel the bill - including Woburn’s 
request - will be signed shortly. 

The action for Woburn’s park- 
ing problem came as rapidly as 
any at the State House from 
the local area in recent mem- 
ory. On Monday, August 18th, 
Rep. Cain requested the Regis- 
try and the House to take action 
for funds to construct the park- 
ing. 

On the 18th, the House passed 
the supplementary budget for the 
Registry to the State Senate 
without the Woburn request ‘*be- 
cause the request (August 18th) 
came way too late.” The normal 
filing date on bills is the 2nd 
week in December - 9 months
